I inK in Kleinontary City Si'IiooIh" just issued by tlie Huruau of Edu 

eution of the Department of the Interior. Mr. Jnrvis declares: "In 
or about almost any city there may be found an abundance of land 
that may be used for productive gardening by school children. With- 
in the limits of iminy cities then- is siiDieient land, if intensively enlti 
vated, to su|)|il,\ tiie people with all llic v»'jretnhleR and a laiRe pro 
portion of the li uils and Howei-s needed. This unused land should b 
brought under cultivation." . 

In order that the best u.se imiy In- made nf this land for educa 
tional and prodnetive purpose.-*, il is NUirfiesicil that trained and ex 
pcrieiiced teachers of gardening should be employed in every city 
"Such teachers would instruct the children directly and the parent 
indirectly," declares Mr. .Tarvis, "with the result that in a few 
years a tjeneration of eapable Rardeners would bo developed. Bu' 
the develoimieiit of slvon^-bodied, efficient, and contented eitizens i^ 
the real purpose ami the nniin result of this work. With a eonniioi, 
knowledge of the principlea and possibilities of orop production, th(. 
wage-carnor of the future will not need to measure his income solely 
by the size of his .pay envelope. He will consider, also, the produc 
five capabilities of his garden plot and the extent to which it will 
reduee the eost of livinp. He will see the advantages of a suburbai 
home, coustraslud with the entwded and unwholesome tcneiuent." 

The Bnreau's bulletin points out the possibilities if gardeninp 
from the |)oiiil of view of denioeraey in odneation; its usefulness ii 
developing thrift and industry: its value as a substitute for illegal 
,«<uld labor; and its justification in inculcating the joy of living. The 
I:'- ./..bulletin also analyzes tiie nietlmds of introdueinR frardeniu),' into lh( 
schools; describes the dilferenl types of gardens; shows the kinds ol 
instruction and supervision that ha\e proved useful; and goes somk- 
what into detail in plaqning garden plots and the disposal of tht 
garden orop.

fi^.>^"^ . Did you ever notice that the State of Kentucky, and other State.' 
for all we know to the contrary, is divided up into zones of fashion 
able worship almost as clearly delimited as the very countries them- 
selves? It is that way to a (piite surprising extent and we have 
never found anyone who eould tell us why, for ("xample, the Presby 
terians should predominate in one section and the Rpi.scoitalians in 
another: why this town sliould be able to support six Koman Catholic 
churches, whjle its nearest neighbor, of just about the same popida- 
tion. painfully provides a eonpregation for one. Hut that is the way 
it runs — Baptists in one place and .Methodists in another, the Chris- 
" tian Church here and the Lutherans there. Strata, as it were, of dif 
. ' ferent forms of the too much subdivided Clwistian religion. 

We used the word "fashionable." Perhaps our ehoieu of words 
is at fault. Perhaps we onght to have said that, so peculiarly well-i 
defined are these boundaries that ni'W-eomers, with an elastic alb 
iance, have been known to hesitate before joining until ihey might 
b^ able to determine just what particular affiliation might be beat for 
tlieir business or their social standing. If there were no more to it 
• ban this convenient opportunism, it would not concern us. 

Rut there is more than that. There are times when it is unliealth 
ly not to go with the swim; when to have independent opinions is to 
be made uucorafortable ; when the same kind of absent treatment i 
served out to the poor dissenters— dissidents is perhaps the' apter 
word — as belongs to pour rebitions and ntliei- undesirables. 

Persecution is possibly too big a word for the kind of thing wt 
have in mind, for this a free country, is il not *. where all opinions, 
or no opinions, are alike welcome. Ibil at limes, nonetheless, one is 
tempted to remark that nuuiy evil things are done in the name of 
toleration. 

It is a pily. The day w<' had thought long since past when il 
would be possible to apply to any plnee in .\merica, even metaphori 
cally. the lines from Hudibras. freely adapted, we may add: 
With apostolic blows and knocks 
jriiey prove that they are orthodox.

In one of hi» beautifnily word' ' speeches last sununer on mond 
guidance, on principles before self-advantage, and on the sulmrdi- 
• nation of private interests to tlie service of humanity. President Wil- 
son said: 

"T wonld raliier hear what t'le men are falkitip aboiii on iht 
trains and in the .shops and .by Ihe fireside than hear anything else, 
beeanse I want guidance, and 1 know I could get it there, and what 
T am constantly asking is that men should biing me counsel, bi' 
cause I am not privileged to determine things independently of that 
'connHcl. I am your servant not yonr ruler." 

We can gratify Mr. Wil.son's wish. AV,. are aide to tell him what 
men are talking about on the trains and in the shops and by th< 
fireside this morning. 

They are talking about the scandal of the appointment by whieii 
be, their servant, not their ruler, attempts to provide a salary of i|i8. 
000 a year for his peraonial medieal attendant and eonneetion by
